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¥ he home plate woven into the carpet in 
- front of Larry Dolan's desk seems incongru- 
ous until one remembers he was a pretty 


good high school and sandlot catcher in his 


youth. Dolan's playing position remembered, 


the rest of his fourth-floor office at Jacobs 


Field makes sense. 

Former catcher Dolan's desk sits right 
behind the carpet's home plate. On the oppo- 
site wall hang three large, round pieces of car- 
pet, decorated like baseballs. Each seems to be 
driven into what would be the left-centerfield 
power alley. From behind the desk, it seems 
Kenny Lofton would have little trouble making 
the plays. 

On the right wall hangs another ce 
piece of baseball-related art, telling 
as much about Dolan as the home fi 
plate in the carpet and his desk- 


cum-backstop; a framed painting 
of a hitter making contact. The 
painting speaks volumes about 


Dolan in that there are many sub- 
tle shades of blue and many subtle 
details not seen until one looks closely, 
like Dolan himself. The painting says even 
more when Dolan says, "That's my daughter-in- 
law's work. Our son Matt's wife, Leisha." No 
doubt, family is as important to the Indians 
owner as the Indians. 

Dolan's description of the reviews on his 
recently redecorated office reveal more. "I've 
had mixed reviews on the decoration of the 
office," he says. "More negatives than posi- 
tives. But that's OK with me. I happen to be 
one of the positives." Obviously Bud-From- 
Berea's talk-radio opinion of Charlie Manuel, or 
John Hart, or Robbie Alomar, or Jim Thome will 
carry as much weight with Dolan as those of 
the decor critics: Dolan might listen. He'll still 
do what he thinks is right. 

FOX Sports Net's Bill Needle recently met 
with Larry Dolan in the owner's fourth-floor 
office for a conversation on the 2001 Indians. 


Bill Needle: Is the honeymoon still going on? 

Larry Dolan: No (laughs), we've had a couple of quarrels going 
on about things. Let's say the love affair is still going strong, 
but the honeymoon, I think, is just about over. 


BN: And those quarrels have been about what? 

LD: The signings and the lack of signings. From a public rela- 
tions point of view, I think the fans understood what we did—or 
did not do—with Manny. We didn't do a good job with Sandy. 
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What we did with Sandy, I think, was appropriate. But how we 
did it...I think we could have done a better job. 


BN: Other than this being your second year as owner, what's 
different this year at this time than a year ago? 

LD: I feel a keener sense of urgency to win. I can remember 
after Opening Day last year, beautiful day, everything went fine, I 
thoroughly enjoyed it, it was wonderful, and I can remember say- 
ing to somebody on the way out, ‘What a great day. The fact 
that we lost doesn't mean a thing.’ 


Well, we missed the playoffs by one game. If we had won that 
opening game, we'd have made the playoffs. Now, I've got an 
"Every Game Counts" mentality. 


Now, that probably isn't very good for me. But now I feel very 
connected to winning and losing every game. 


BN: Was it a good year? How would you characterize the 
first season? 
LD: It's difficult to put a label on it. I had a lot of fun. I 


learned a lot. I made some mistakes. I hope I learn from the 
mistakes. 


BN: What did you learn? 

LD: Dealing with the press, in parts. Dealing with the staff, 
in parts. The biggest part was myself. You really have to pace 
yourself in this game. It's a business that has an annual 
report every day. I got a little caught up in the games. I 
think I need to keep some of the things further away - and 
deal more with some of the other things in my life. 


BN: Were there any lessons you learned about Larry Dolan, the 
individual? 

LD: There were times when I thought, ‘Hey, Larry, you didn't 
do too bad—I didn't know you could do that.’ Other times, it 
was, ‘Larry, you talk too much sometimes.’ It's a process. It 
goes on, I guess. 
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BN: Does Charlie Manuel have to take your club to the play- 
offs to retain his job? 
LD: I won't comment on that. 


BN:

Many critics have suggested the Indians farm system is 


help for the Major League team. Fair to say? 

LD: Of course it is. Look at the players you're talking about. 
You develop a farm system not solely so those players will play 
on your Major League team. You develop a farm system so 
your Major League team can be as good as it possibly can. 


When we get players who are ready to blossom, to play in the 
Majors, and there's already an All-Star at that player's posi- 
tion, what do we do? Do we just keep sending them back to 
Buffalo, letting them rot? 


No, I think you take your talent and use it to fill in where you 
have voids. Now, do you get enough in a given situation? 
How do you tell?

BN: Could that philosophy create a vacuum? In that when an 
All-Star turns 39 or 40, there's nobody ready to take his place? 
LD: That's the art. We traded Brian Giles to Pittsburgh for 
Ricardo Rincon, who was just about the best left-handed 
reliever in the National League that year—but has not yet 
translated that to the American League. 


Now we could use a Brian Giles. If we had him, we wouldn't 


have had to make some of the more expensive moves we did 
for this year. 


O&A With Larry Dolan 


You always try to keep your pipeline full. Now, ours happens 
to be filled with good, young pitching. Our baseball people 
are very, very excited about the young, talented pitching staff 
that we have at AAA Buffalo. The position players aren't there 
at the depth you want them to be—we've got five high draft 
picks this year. We'll address the position situation. 


But it's unreasonable to expect you're going to get a constant 
flow of high-quality Minor Leaguers. I think the scouts and 
the folks in the front office have done a great job of providing 
us with a great deal of talent. 


BN: Do you sense this is an aging team? 

LD: That's the conventional wisdom. But why wouldn't that 
be the process? You get good players when they're young and 
they continue to be good—and all of a sudden, they're getting 
older. And, all of a sudden, that's bad for some reason. 


Our signing of Omar Vizquel, the best defensive shortstop in 
the game, to an extension, so it can facilitate his connection 
to this franchise forever, is our reaction to those who think 
this veteran team is somehow hurt by its professionalism and 
experience. 


BN: How much does this collection of All-Stars at almost 
every position have left? 

LD: I don't know. Last September, it looked like they had a 
whole lot left. I think this team we're putting on the field in 
2001 is as good as any team we've put on the field since 
Jacobs Field opened. 


BN: Including the pitching? 
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LD: There is a lot that we like about our pitching in 2001. 
The 2001 staff is balanced. It's got experience and youth. If 
we have a breakdown like we did last year, going to our 
Minor League system will be a positive. We are excited about 
our pitching staff at AAA Buffalo. We have some great young 
arms. The Major League staff has arms that are already 
proven. How will they perform? Who knows? Based on the 
record of the people we have, this is as good a team as we 
have ever put on the field. 


BN: What's the biggest question you face? 
LD: For the year 2001, it's very simple—health. Stay 
healthy. If this team stays healthy, I'm very optimistic. 


BN: Your team used 32 pitchers, yet still won 90 games, but 
finished out of the playoffs. Is it a concern to you that 
they're perceived as having had a bad year? 

LD: It's a great concern to me. I would much more prefer 
the fans realize how good the baseball is. If another team 
comes in and plays better baseball, all the better. But in 
today's world, good baseball isn't enough. You have to win 
in order to realize the economic success that's necessary to 
continue to challenge for the titles. 


BN: The fans play a vital role in the economic success equa- 
tion, do they not? 

LD: We cannot say it enough—the Cleveland Indians are a 
Ballpark-revenue driven franchise, and ticket sales plays a 
pivotal role in our ability to provide our fans with both a 
ballclub that has a legitimate chance to win and an enter- 
taining setting in which to enjoy it.
